The Caſe thus ſtated uponthe umpotencies and non-ability 'of the 
will of the Wife, and the juſt Rule and Power of the Husband - over 
her will and Perſon ; tis confiderable, whether by Law or Reaſon, a 
Wite departing withour leave, ſhall have allowance to live ſeparare, 
which is called Alrmony. 

Alimony is a Thing not known at the Common'or Civil Law, but in-

The Apoſtle was no vagabond nor fugitive who had no certaine dwet- 
lng place, which wens cealoning and (Gorningin the Synagogue daily, Siouk,

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and Marks ; hewas perſecuted by ſuch as were vagabonds,who did not obey 
the commands of God, who did not well ; fuch yoo priſon now who gre moved 
of che Lord to goe in'o your Synagogues, Markets, and other places, as pexce- 
breakers or vagibonds ; here let the life of the Scriptures judge you all to be ip- 
norant of che letter , and without underſtanding. The Sonne of man was no 
vagabond, which had no pizce to lay his head ; you that are turned from the com- 
mands of God as Caine did, 2nd are in envy and wrath, znd doth not well, whole 
countenance falls ; thonzh you may have great habitations in theearth, you 
are the vagabonds and the fug:tives which doth not odey the commands of the 
Lord, and have no habitation m the Lord ; who obey che commands of the 
Lord are no vagabonds gor fugitiyes , though they have co certaine dwelling 
place, as the Ptophets and the Apoſtles , and Sonne of man had ror. 


To the Jadpes of life and death, ro take beed how you pur man or womant9 
death for cattle , or mony , or any earthly cceatyre, or earthly thing , he that 
ſheds mans blood, by man ſhall his blaod be ſhed; the law that was received 
from God according to that of God in the conſcience, (aid, chat they ſhauld be 
ſold for their theft, if they had not wherewich ro make reſtitution fourfold or 
ſevenfold : To the light in your conſciences I ſpeak, that with ic you may be 
brought unto the fear of God, to receive the law from God, which is accot- 
ding to that in every mans conſcieage.

Man when hee 
turned from God, and cranſgreſſed the command of God, the law took bold 
upon him, and cut down him that tranſgreſſed: The law was not made for 
the righceous, for »gainſt ſuch there is no law, bat for the (inner: and the law 
of God which is againſt the tranſgreſſour is juſt and equall, according to the 
tranſereſſion : which law need not be fetched from beyond the Seas, nor from 
above, nor from beneath ; for all have the work of this law (even the heathen) 
written in the heart, which is witneſſed by the light chat ſhines in the conſci- 
ence. He that walks according to the law, in his Conſcience,_be is excuſed ; He 
that cranſgreſſeth the 1aw,in his conſcience, hee is accuſed and condemned ; and 
ſv in every mans heart he work of the law being writren, in every mans conſci- 
ence God hath a witneſſe that the Law is juſt *and $209, and that the puniſh- 
ment is juft and equall : Here every tranſgreſſour becomes guilty before God, 
and every mans puniſhment being juſt, every mans mouth comes to be , 
and the righteous law of God in every mans conſcience juſtified. The Law of 
God is perfe4, and endures for ever, and changeth not; which is the ſame #- 

gainſt all Nations, Langoages, Kindreds and People, which is witneſſed by the 


ple. 
The Law of God reſpeAs no mans perſon, but is the ſame ngainſt every one 
that tranſgreſſeth, whether King, Noble or beggar : that in the conſcience is 
the ſame in King, Noble and Beggar, and ſhewes that of one mould and one 
blood God hath madeall Nations of the earth, the King, the Noble, and the
